Chengchow, China, 
March 8, 1926. 
Dt'ar Rufus: 
Your latter came .almost a month 
ago and wt were glad to hear from 
you. Would have -answered 
sooner 
but we have been cut off from the 
outside world over a month. 
These 
numerous 
armies which have bean 
threatening us so long have finally 
arrived and we 
have 
been 
having 
some exciting times, but 
on** 
side 
has retreated and we are able to g<*t 
about » nee more. 
Very little damage was 
done in 
our city but to the south of us they 
put up some good serious fighting. 
Just how it will end no one is able to 
say. Small armies are scattered all 
over China and no cnc seems to he 
abb* to get the lead on the others. 
Militarism certainly has 
ruined the 
country as far as 
business 
of any 
kind is concerned. Trains have just 
about quit going, we 
have had no 
mail for nearly a month. Our schools 
are just starting after 
delay caused 
by fighting. Our evangelistic 
work 
has to be done by chinese preache-s. 
It is unsafe for us to get out into 
the country. 
Defeated 
troops 
and 
bandits are making it 
unsafe, 
not 
only 
in the country but are taking 
some of the cities, looting and kill­ 
ing and destroying in general. 
It is the 
first time in * my 
14 
years in China that 
I 
am 
getting 
tired 
of this method 
of doing work. 
But is is a long, long lane that has 
no turn, and we will see better davs 
in China some of these day«. The 
anti-foreign 
and students 
threats 
are all but forgotten since the fight­ 
ing. The students 
are

death they will have to get out and 
do some fighting. 
I think we are 
safe unless we get in the way 
of 
some stray bullets. One
